THE NEW ELECTION LAWS. 



Election Day, November 8, 1892. 



Suggestions to the Political Committees and Election Officers. 



Chapter I. 



THE NEW ELECTION CODE. 

The State of New York will hold its State election in 
1892 upon Tuesday, November 8. The election of a Presi- 
dent of the United States takes place the same day, and 
the voters of the State will, therefore, ballot for presidential 
electors as well as for State officials. There will be elected 
at this election the following officers : 

Thirty-six Presidential Electors. 

A Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. 

Thirty-four Congressmen. 

One hundred and twenty-eight Assemblymen. 

Two Supreme Court Judges. 

Three County Judges. 

Four Surrogates. 

Six Sheriffs. 

Ten County Clerks. 

Thirty-four District Attorneys. 

Five County Treasurers. 

A Mayor of New York and several other cities. 

The Legislature of 1892, passed laws reapportioning the 
congressional districts, reducing the number of election 
inspectors in New York from four to three, and modifying 
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the Ballot Reform Law in some essential particulars. It 
then passed an election code, prepared by Professor Charles 
A. Collin, of the law department of Cornell University, 
Daniel Magone, of Ogdensburgh, former Collector of New 
York, and ex-Senator John J. Linson, of Kingston, the 
members of the Statutory Kevision Commission. These 
same gentlemen also prepared a penal code containing all 
the laws pimishing violations of the election laws of the 
State. This penal code also became a law. 

Messrs. Collin, Magone and Linson in their election code 
have combined in one statute all former election laws from 
1842 to 1892; so that one can find in one law the ballot 
reform acts, the registration acts, the primary election 
acts, the laws relating to the county boards of canvassers 
and the State board of canvassers, and the laws concern- 
ing the election of Congressmen and of electors of President 
and Vice-President. 

All former election laws of the State, except those con- 
tained in city charters, are repealed; and city elections 
themselves are affected in a large degree by the Election 
Code. Thus chapter 262 of the Laws of 1890, the original 
ballot reform law, and the amendatory act passed in 
1891, are repealed, and the ballot reform provisions, of the 
election laws are put in the new Election Code. The Ballot 
Reform Act is changed in form by the revisers, its language 
greatly modified, sections of it are transposed ; and all in 
all these modifications are so numerous that every election 
oflScer will find it prudent to carefully examine the Election 
Code in these respects before attempting to execute his, 

duties. 

Changes ik the Ballot Law. 

The members of the Statutory Revision Commission 
made several changes of importance in the Ballot Reform 
Law. By one amendment it is provided that the designation 
of the polling place for which each official ballot is pre- 
pared shall be made upon the face of the ** stub'* instead* 
of upon the back of the ballots, as under the Ballot Reform 
Acts of 1889 and 1890. The tlesignation of the polling place 
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upon the back of the ballot would easily lead to its identi- 
fication if it should be used at the wrong polling place, and 
it was to prevent the loss of their votes by innocent voters 
using such misplaced ballots that the Legislature of 1892 
made the amendment to the Ballot Reform Act described. 
So much for the face of the stub. 

The back of the ** stub " is to contain, as in 1890 and 1891, 
only the printed number of each ofiScial ballot. On the 
back of each oflBcial ballot, below the stub, there is to be 
printed in great primer Roman condensed capitals, the 

indorsement " official ballot for " and after the 

word " for *' there is to follow the date of the election, and 
a fac simile of the signature of the officer or clerk of the 
board providing the ballots, except that ballots containing 
the names of candidates for commissioners of excise of 
towns are to be indorsed " excise " only and other ballots 
for town meetings not held at the same time with the 
general election are to be indorsed " town " only. 

The names of all offices to be filled are to be printed 
upon the face of each ballot below the perforated line 
separating the ballot from its " stub.'* The law declares 
that the names of the offices to be filled shall be printed 
upon every ballot " in brevier lower-case type within the 
spaces respectively allowed therefor." It further declares 
that ** under the name of each office stated upon the ballot" 
the name of each candidate nominated therefor by or by 
virtue of the kind of certificates to which such kind of 
ballot corresponds shall be printed in brevier capitals 
within the spaces respectively allowed therefor. The 
names on each ballot shall be in a single column, except 
that the names of candidates for presidential electors and 
the names of inspectors of election, if ten or more, shall 
be in two columns. If the full number of candidates for 
the offices specified on any one kind of ballots shall not 
have been nominated by or in pursuance of the certificates 
from which such kind of ballots is prepared, blank spaces 
shall be left on each ballot of such kind where the names of 
candidates would appear except for such failure to 
nominate." 
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Pbohibition of Use of Name. 

The members of the Statuatory Revision Commission also 
put in a more decisive form m the Election Code the caveat 
clause ; the provision enabling party candidates to prohibit 
the printing of their names upon the ballots as independent 
candidates. That clause read as follows in the amended 
Ballot Act of 1891 : 

''The name of a person nominated under the provisions of 
section 3 (in relation to party nominations) of this act shall not 
be placed upon a ticket put in nomination by certificate as pre- 
"scribed by section 5 (in relation to independent nominations) of 
this act, when such person shall have given notice at least fifteen 
days before election to the officers with whom his original certifi- 
cate of nomination was filed by a writing signed and duly 
acknowledged that he does not wish his name placed upon such 
ticket. There shall also be as many different kinds of ballots as 
may be required to comply with the directions hereinbefore 
authorized of the person or persons designated and appointed as 
provided in section 5 of this act upon certificates of nomination, 
but the person or persons so designated and appointed shall not require 
ihe name of any candidate nominated in such a certificate to be 
printed upon mxyre than one MndofbaUot" 

Messrs. Collin, Magone and Linson made this amendment 
read as follows : 

" The name of a person having a party nomination shall not be 
placed upon an official ballot of independent nomination, if such 
person shall have given notice at least fifteen days before the 
election for which the ballot is prepared, to the officer with whom 
his party certificate of nomination is filed, by a writing signed and 
acknowledged by him, that he does not wish his name placed upon 
any ballot of independent nomination, or upon such particular 
ballot of independent nomination.** 

Peeiod of Independent Nominations Changed. 

Messrs. Collin, Magono and Linson furthermore in their 
election code have lengthened the period between election 
day and the final day when such nominations can be made 
and the printing of official ballots be secured. For instance, 
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under the original Ballot Reform Act of 1890 and the 
amended Ballot Reform Act of 1891 an independent nomi- 
nation for a State office could be filed with the Secretary 
of State up to a day within fifteen days of election day. 
The new Election Code provides that no independent 
nomination for a State office can be filed later than a day 
within twenty days of election day. Formerly it will also 
be observed independents had ten days afler a party nomi- 
nation was made for a State office, if it was delayed to the 
last possible moment* to make their nominations for the 
same office. Under the amendment just made this period 
is shortened up to five days. 

The same principle of increasing the period between 
election day and the final day when independent certifi- 
cates can be filed is pursued in the Election Code regarding 
the lesser offices. Thus under the Ballot Reform Act of 
1890 and the amended Ballot Reform Act of 1891 an inde- 
pendent nomination for a county office could be filed with 
a county clerk, or if New York, with the board of police 
commissioners, or if in Brooklyn, with the board of elections, 
up to a period within twelve days before election. Under 
the Election Code this period is lengthened by three days ; no 
independent nomination papers can be filed in a less period 
than fifteen days. The interval here between the final 
filing of party nomination papers, and the final filing of 
independent nomination papers, is five days. It was eight 
days. 

Nominations in Minoe Cities. 

Provision is made in the Election Code, as it was not in 
either the Ballot Reform Act of 1890, or the Amended 
Ballot Reform Act of 1891, for the filing of nomination 
papers in the minor cities of the State. The period before 
election day when the final papers can be filed, is some- 
what less than in New York aiid Brooklyn. Thus the 
Election Code declares that those certificates "required to 
be filed with the city clerk of any other city (than Brook- 
lyn and New York" ), if party nominations must be filed 
" at least ten and not more than twenty days ; if inde- 
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pendent nominations, at least eight and not more than 
twenty days." In comparison with New York and Brook- 
lyn, in which the latest day for filing party nominations is 
twenty days before election day, this is a reduction of ten 
days, so far as the lesser cities of the State are concerned — 
party nominations in the minor cities can be made ten days 
nearer election day. It will be perceived, also, that certifi- 
cates of independent nominations can be filed in the minor 
cities of the State up to within eight days of election ; and 
that there is an interval of only two days between the 
final day upon which a party nomination and an inde- 
pendent nomination in these minor cities. 

Town Nominations. 

Another new feature respecting nomination certificates 
is a division of the periods for the filing of party and of 
independent certificates in towns and villages. The 
amended Ballot Reform Act of 1891 merely said that 
"nominations for town and village oflSces shall be made 
and certified substantially as hereinbefore provided, but 
the certificates thereof shall be filed with the clerk not less 
than five days before the day of election." The new Elec- 
tion Code declares that those certificates " required to be 
filed with a town or village clerk, if party nominations, 
shall be filed at least six and not more than twenty days 
before election day," and " if independent nominations, at 
least five and not more than twenty days " before election 

day. 

Objections to Masked Ballots. 

The new Election Code also modifies the amended Ballot 
Reform Act of 1891 in respect to ballots presumably marked 
for identification. The act of 1891 declared that legal 
notice should be taken of any ballot or paster ballot written 
upon or marked in any way " with the intent that the same 
may be identified." The new Election Code declares that 
legal notice should be taken of any ballot or paster ballot 
written upon or marked in any way " for the purpose of 
identification. '• The Election Code now gives the follow- 
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ing directions to the inspectors of election respecting 
marked ballots : 

** When an inspector of election or other election officer or duly 
authorized watcher shall, during a canvass of the votes, or imme- 
diately after the completion thereof, declare his belief that any 
particular ballot, paster, or paster ballot affixed thereto, has been 
written upon or marked in any way for the purpose of identifica- 
tios, the inspectors or canvassers shall write on the back of such 
ballot the words 'objected to because marked for identification/ 
or words in substance to that effect, and sign their names thereto, 
and attach each such ballot to their written statement of the 
result of the canvass. Each such ballot shall be counted by them 
the same as if not so objected to." 

Careful provision is also made for the recording of the 
number of ballots suspected to have been marked for the 
purpose of identification. Section 115 of the Election Code 

ft 

makes the following declaration: 

"§115. Certified statement of canvass.— Upon the com* 
pletion of the canvass, the inspectors, except in the cities of New 
York and Brooklyn, shall make and sign a written statement 
thereof, showing the date of the election, the number of the dis- 
trict, the town or ward and the county in which it was held, the 
whole number of ballots received for each office, the whole num- 
ber cast for each person for such office, and the whole number of 
ballots objected to because marked for identification, written out at 
length in words, and at the end thereof a certificate signed by the 
inspectors to the effect that the statement is in all respects correct.' 

Regarding the official ballots and the preservation of a 
sample of each one, the Election Code fm'ther says io the 
election inspectors : 

'' Such inspectors shall securely attach to such statement one 
official ballot of each kind voted for all the officers to be chosen 
at such election. They shall state in words, at full length and 
written partly on such ballot and partly on the paper to which it 
shall be attached, the whole number of the ballots which were 
received, having the same names for the same offices as the one 
attached. If two or more ballots cast, varying from every official

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ballot, shall haye thereon the names of the same candidates for 
tho same offices throughout, only one of such ballots shall be 
annexed to such statement and there shall be written partly upon 
it and partly upon the paper to which it is attached, a statement 
of the number of such ballots cast. The ballots so attached with 
such statements so written shall be deemed a part of the certified 
statement of the canvass by the inspectors. All other ballots cast 
at such election not containing the names of the same candidates 
for the same offices as appear upon any other ballot so cast shall 
be securely attached to such stat ^ment Unless such election be 
an election of town, city, Tillage or school officers held at a differ- 
ent time from a general election, such inspectors shall forthwith 
and before adjourning make two certified copies of such certified 
statement of the result of the canvass.'*

The Exclusion of Mabeed Ballots. 

The amended Ballot Reform Act of 1891 provided for a 
review by the courts of the action of boards of inspectors 
in counting alleged marked ballots. It made the following 
declaration respecting the matter : 

" Such ballots shall be counted in estimating the result of an 
election ; but within thirty days after the filing of the certificate 
declaring such result a writ of mandamus may issue out of the 
Supreme Court against the Board of Canvassers or ofSicers act- 
ing as such board, by whom the ballots were counted upon the 
application of any candidate yoted for at the election to require 
a recount of the yotes, and all questions relating to the validity of 
such ballots, and as to whether they were properly counted shall 
be determined in such- proceeding. All such ballots shall be pre- 
served for at least one year, and until the questions raised by such 
writ shall be finally determined. Election boasds and boards of 
canvassers shall be continued in existence for the purposes of such 
proceedings." 

Messrs. Collin, Magone and Linson have rewritten this 
provision in the following form in their Election Code : 

§118. Judicial Investigation of ballots objected to as 
marked for identification. — If any such certified statement of 
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the result of a canvass shall show that any of the ballots counted 
were objected to as marked for identification, a writ of mandamus 
may, upon the application of any candidate Toted for at such 
election, within thirty days thereafter, issue out of the supreme 
court, if such statement be filed in a county clerk's office, to the 
board of county canvassers, or if in any city clerk's office or in any 
town or village clerk's office, to the board or body of canvassers if 
any of the returns of the inspectors or canvassers of the election 
district, and otherwise to the inspectors of election making such 
statement, requiring a recount of the votes. If the court shall, in 
the proceedings upon such writ, determine that any such ballot 
was maiked for the purpose of identification, in any manner not 
proper or necessary for expressing a vote for a person for an office 
to be filled at such election, the court may order such ballot to be 
excluded upon a recount of such votes. Inspectors and canvassers 
of election districts, and boards of canvassers, shall continue in 
office for the purpose of such proceedings. 

Authority has always been possessed by the courts to 
compel county boards c f canvassers to reconvene to cor- 
rect errors made by them in canvassing election returns. 
The Election Code deals with this important subject in the 
following manner: 

'' § 133 Mandamus for correction of errors by county 
boards of canvassers. — The supreme court may, upon affidavit 
presented by any voter showing that errors have occurred in any 
statement or determination made by any county board of can- 
vassers, m^ke an order requiring such board to correct such 
errors, or show cause why such correction should not be made. 
If such board fail or neglect to make such correction, or to show 
cause as aforesaid, the court may compel such board by writ of 
mandamus to correct such errors ; and if it shall have made its 
determination and dissolved, to reconvene for the purpose of 
making such corrections. Such meeting of the board of county 
canvassers shall be deemed a continuation of its regular session 
for the purpose of making such corrections as the court shall 
order, and the statement and certificates shall be made and filed 
as the court shall direct, and shall stand in lieu of the original 
certificates and statements so far as they shall vary therefrom, 
and shall in all places be treated with the same effect as if such 
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corrected statement had been a part of the original required 
by law." 

Disabled Votebs Defined. 

The physical disability clause of the Ballot Reform Act 
of 1890, and of the amended Ballot Reform Act of 1891, is 
amplified, and "physical disability" is defined by the 
Election Code. The Ballot Reform Law said, that " any 
voter who declares under oath to the inspectors of election 
that, by reason of physical disability, he is unable to prepare 
his ballot without assistance, shall be permitted to bring 
with him to such booth or compartment a person of his 
own selection, who may retire with such disabled voter to 
the booth or compartment and assist him in the prepara- 
tion of the ballot." 

The Election Code substitutes for that phrase the follow- 
ing, stating the various kinds of physical disability which 
render a voter excusable in asking for assistance in prepar- 
ing his ballot : 

" Not more than one person shall occupy one voting bootl;L at 
the same time, except that a voter who shall declare under oath 
to the inspectors of election that, by reason of total blindness^ loss 
of both hands, such total inability in both hands that he can not use 
either hand for ordinary purposes, or physical disability by reason of 
crippled condition or disease to enter the booth alone, he is unable to 
receive or prepare his ballots without assistance, may select a 
person for that purpose, who shall be allowed to pass within the 
guard-rail and receive such ballots and to enter the voting booth 
with such voter and there assist him in preparing his ballot The 
person so selected shall not in any manner request, or seek to 
persuade or induce such voter to vote any particular ballot or for 
any particular candidate, and shall not directly or indirectly 
reveal to any other person the name of any candidate voted for 
by such voter, or any thing occurring within such voting booth, 
and he shall not remain within the guard-rail longer than is 
necessary to assist such disabled voter." 

Going Within the (juard-eail Twice. 

The Election Code continues the provision of the Ballot 
Reform Law which permitted a voter if he spoiled one set 
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of ballots to obtain another, and so on until he shall 
have received four in all. Yet there is the following pro- 
vision in section 105 in regard to such voters as go outside 
the guard-rail after obtaining one set of ballots: 

"A voter may, after r..ceiviDg one set of ofSicial ballots and 
before voting, return all such ballots to the ballot clerks and theo 
pass outside the guard-rail ; and afterward, while the polls are 
open, enter once again within the guard-rail for the purpose of 
voting, and receive and prepare his ballots and vote, the same as 
if he had not once before been within the guard-rail and received 
his ballots therefor. But not more than two sets in all of official 
ballots shall, on such account, be delivered to any voter, and no 
voter shall pass within the guard-rail more than twice, at the same 
election, for tbe purpose of voting." 
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THE ELECTION PENAL CODE. 

One of the new election laws is the Election Penal Code. 
This provides for the punishment of misdemeanors at 
political caucuses and conventions; of false registration; 
of the mutilation, destruction or loss of a registry list; of 
the misconduct of registry oflBcers ; of the failure of a 
house dweller to answer inquiries ; of the removal, mutila- 
tion or destruction of election supplies, poll-lists or cards 
of instruction ; of a refusal to permit employes to attend 
an election ; and finally of misconduct in relation to certifi- 
cates of nomination and oflScial ballots. The act contains 
the various penal provisions formerly contained in the 
Ballot Reform Act of 1890, the amended Ballot Reform 
Act of 1891, the City and Rural Registration Act of 1890, 
and the Corrupt Practices Act of 1890. It thus collects in 
one statute the various penalties for violations of the 
election laws scattered through various other statutes. 
The language in these former statutes is modified in some 
respects in the process of codifieation. 
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Section 41p, No. 1, in the Corrupt Practices Act of 1890» 
reads: 

'* § 41. What Is unlawfuL— It shall be unlawful for any person, 
directly or indirectly, by himself or throngh any other person : 

1. To pay, lend or contribute, or offer or promise to pay, lend 
or contribute any money or other valuable oon8ideration» to or for 
any voter, or to or for any other person, to induce sueh voter to 
vote or refrain from voting at any eleolion» or to induce any voter 
to vote or refrain from voting at such election for any particular 
person or persons, or to induce such voter to come to the pulls or 
remain away from the poUs at such election, or on account of such 
V ter having voted or refrained from voting or having voted or 
refrained from voting for any particular person, or having come 
to the poll or remained away from the polls at such election.'* 

This section has been amended by the dropping of the 
sentence **to induce such voter to vote or re&ain from 
voting at any election," and the section reads as follows : 

'' 41p. Giving considerations fbr f^rancMse.— Any person who 
directly or indirectly, by himself or through any other person, 

'' Pays, lends, or contributes, or offers or promises to pay, lend 
or contribute any money or other valuable consideration to or for 
aay voter, or to or for any other person, to induce such voter to 
vote or refrain from voting at such election for any particular -pex^ 
son or persons, or to induce such voter to come to the polls or 
remain away from the polls at such election or on account of such 
voter having voted or refndned from voting, or having voted or 
refrained from voting for any particular person, or having come 
to the polls or remained away from the polls at such election." 

This section also of the Penal Code declares that any one 
who thus bribes a voter is guilty of an infamous crime, 
punishment by imprisonment for not less than three 
months, nor more than one year, and, in addition, forfeits 
any oflSce to which he may have been elected at the elec- 
tion with reference to which such offense was committed. 
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THE NEW CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT LAW. 

The new law apportioning the Congressional districts of 
the State, chapter 295 of the Laws of 1892, changes all the 
thirty-four districts in the State except five, namely : The 
old fourteenth, renumbered sixteenth, containing West- 
chester county and the twenty-fourth Assembly district of 
New York; the old fifteenth, renumbered seventeenth^ 
containing Rockland, Sullivan and Orange counties; the 
old nineteenth, renumbered the twentieth, containing the 
county of Albany ; the thirtieth, renumbered the thirty- 
first, containing the county of Monroe; and the thirty- 
fourth, containing the counties of Allegany, Cattaraugus 
and Chautauqua. 

The most recent election figures bearing upon the politi* 
cal complexion of the new Congressional districts are those 
of 1891. These disclose the political attitude of voters in 
the new districts with considerable positiveness except in 
the case of four districts, to wit : The seventeenth district^ 
composed of the counties of 'Rockland. Sullivan and 
Orange, in which in 1888 the Republican candidate for Con- 
gressman had a plurality of seventy-four votes, whereas in 
1891 the counties of the same district gave the Democratic 
candidate for Governor a plurality of 280 votes ; the new 
eighteenth Congressional district, made up of the counties of 
Putnam. Dutchess and Ulster, which, in 1888, gave a plural- 
ity for the Republican candidate for President of 1,937 votes, 
and yet, in 1891, gave a plurality for the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of 1,156; the new nineteenth Congreesional 
district, composed of Columbia and Rensselaer counties, 
which in 1888 gave the Republican candidate for President a 
plurality of 718 votes, and, nevertheless, gave the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor in 1888 a plurality of 1,807 
votes; and the new twenty-first Congressional district, 
composed of the counties of Greene, Schoharie, Otsego, 
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Montgomery and Schenectady, in which in 1888, upon the 
vote for President, there was a Republican plurality of 503 
votes, although in 1891 the counties of the same district 
gave the Democratic candidate for Governor a plurality of 
2,475 votes. 

These comparisons are made with a view of obtaining 
some insight into the political character of the new Con- 
gressional districts mentioned above. In Presidential 
years, when a fall vote is cast, while at the same time 
giving a statement showing the most recent political 
decisions of the counties mentioned, the vote they cast 
in the year 1891. In the case of the other thirty Con- 
gressional districts the party majorities in them in 1891 
were given to the same political party which obtained them 
in 1888. 

In the table given below there will be found the vote 
given in 1891 for the two leading candidates for Governor 
in the various counties which were afterwards combined 
into new Congressional districts by the Legislature of 1892, 
thus giving statistics showing tiie strength of political 
i:arties in these new Congressional districts :

THE LEGISLATIVE APPORTIONMENT LAW. 

A law was passed by the Legislature, chapter 397 of the 
Laws of 1892, reapportioning the Senate and Assembly 
districts of the State. So far as the Senate districts are 
concerned, the law practically does not go into effect until 
the November election in 1893, since the terms of the 
Senators do not expire until the close of that year, and, 
therefore. Senators will not be elected until the preceding 
November. But the Assembly districts are disturbed the 
present year in counties which were assigned more than 
one Assemblyman ; and every one of the 128 Assemblymen 
will be elected at the November election of 1892. The 
apportionment law provided that the boards of supervisors 
should meet in the following named counties upon the third 
Tuesday of July, 1892, and divide their respective counties 
into so many Assembly districts as they are entitled to 
under this act :

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Chapter V. 



THE VOTE CAST AND REGISTERED IN 1891. 

The election of 1891 was no exception to the general rule 
that thousands of persons inscribed their names upon the 
books of the board of registry, or had their names put upon 
those books in rural neighborhoods upon the first day of 
registration, and yet neglected to vote. This was especially 
the case in rural parts of the State. This registration roll, 
however, will prove of high value to politicians, and 
especially so in rural neighborhoods, as showing the proba- 
ble number of voters in each election district, and giving 
the names of all voters. In cities the requirement of the 
registration law that each voter shall personally appear 
and register undoubtedly, in 1891, kept off the registra- 
tion books the names of a large number of voters living in 
each city election district. But in rural districts the 
committeemen of the political parties took pains to place 
upon the registration books the names of all voters with 
whose names they were familiar and the result was that in 
a la^jge proportion of the election districts in the rural 
neighborhoods the books of registration were made an 
almost complete roll of the voters of each election district. 
The value of this roll to political committees in the can- 
vassing for votes, in the circulation of political documents 
and newspapers, and in preparing the registration roll of 
the present year 1892, can not be overestimated. 

A comparison of the total vote registered in each rural 
election district, with the total vote polled in 1891, will also 
enable political leaders and candidates for office to deter- 
mine the relative proportion of their party vote they must 
bring out in each one of such election districts in order to 
secure party success. With the aim of giving persons 
interested in the subject an opportunity to make this com- 
parison, the author of this pamphlet has included in it the 
vote of the State registered and cast at the general election 
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of 1891 by election district. A few, illustrations will show 
the value of this comparison. Below will be found the vote 
of various towns in various counties for President in 1888 and 
for Governor in 1891, with the total vote registered in those 
towns in 1891 :

Ghapteb 397, Laws of 1892. 



An Act to organize the senate districts and for the 
apportionment of the members of assembly of this state. 

Appbovsd by the Goyemor April 30, 1892. Passed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York^ represented in Senate 
and Assembly f do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The senate districts of this state, from and 
after the passage of this<act, shall consist as follows : 

First. The first senate district shall consist of the counties 
of Queens and Suffolk. 

Second. The second senate district shall consist of the 
seventh, ninth, tenth, twelfth and twenty-second wards of 
the city of Brooklyn. 

Third. The third senate district shall consist of the 
thirteenth, nineteenth, twenty-first, twenty-third and 
twenty-fifth wards of the city of Brooklyn. 

Fourth. The fourth senate district shall consist of the 
fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth- 
and twenty-seventh wards of the city of Brooklyn. 

Fifth. The fifth senate district shall consist of the first, 
second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, eleventh and twentieth 
wards of the city of Brooklyn. 

Siodh. The sixthsenate district shall consist of the eighth, 
twenty-fourth, twenty-sixth and twenty-eighth wards of 
the city of Brooklyn, the towns of Gravesend, Flatbu&h, 
Flatlands and New Utrecht, and the county of Richmond. 

Seventh. The seventh senate district shall consist of the 
first, second, third, fifth, eighth, ninth and sixteenth wards 
of the city of New York, together with Bedlow's, Governor's 
and Ellis islands. 
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Eiakth. The eis^hth senate district shall consist of the 
fourth, sixth, seventh, eleventh and thirteenth wards of the 
city of Nev^ York. 

Ninth The ninth senate district shall consist of the tenth, 
fourteenth, fifteenth and seventeenth wards of the city of 
New York. 

Tenth. The tenth senate district shall consist of the 
eighteenth, twentieth and twenty*first wards of the city of 
New York.

The twelfth senate district shall consist of that 
part of the twenty-second ward in the city of New York 
between Fifty-second street and Seventy -second street, 
and that part of the nineteenth ward between Fifty-ninth 
street and Seventy -second street, and such portions of 
Central park as may be within said limits. 

Thirteenth The thirteenth senate district shall consist of 
that part of the twenty-second ward in the city of New 
York, north of Seventy-second street, that part of the 
nineteenth ward north of Seventy-second street that part 
of the twelfth ward north of Eighty-sixth street and west of 
Seventh avenue, and the twenty-third ward, and such por- 
tions of Cientral park as may be within said limits. 

Fourteenth The fourteenth senate district shall consist 
of that part of the twelfth ward in the city of New York 
north of Eighty-sixth street and east of Seventh avenue, 
together with Wards's island and Randall's island.

The eighteenth senate district shall consist 
of the counties of Bensselaer and Ck>lnmbia. 

Nineteenth. The nineteenth senate district shall consist 
of the comity of Albany. 

TmenlietK The twentieth senate district shall consiat of 
the counties of Saratoga, Montgomery, Herkimer and 
Schenectady. 

Twenty-first The twenty-first senate district shall consist 
of the counties of Essex, Clinton, Franklin, Washington, 
Warren, Fulton and Hamilton. 

Tkoenty-second. The twenty-second senate district shall 
consist of the counties of St. Lawrence, Jefferson and 
Oswego. 

Twenty-third. The twenty-third senate district shall con- 
siat of the counties of Oneida, Otsego and Lewis. 

Twenty-fourth. The twenty-fourth senate district shall 
consist of the counties of Onondaga and Madison. 

Twenty-fifth. The twenty-fifth senate district shall con- 
sist of the counties of Delaware, Broome, Cortland, 
Chenango and Tioga. 

Twenty-sixth. The twenty-sixth senate district shall 
consist of the counties of Cajruga, Wayne, Tompkins, 
Ontario and Yates. 

Twenty-seventh. The twenty-seventh senate district shall 
consist of the counties of Chemung, Schuyler, Seneca and 
Stuben. 

Twenty-eighth. The twenty-eighth senate district shall 
consist of the county of Monroe. 

Twenty-ninth. The twenty-ninth senate district shall con- 
sist of the counties of Niagara, Orleans, Livingston, Wyom- 
ing and Genesee. 

Thirtieth. The thirtieth senate district shall consist of 
the first, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, 
ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth, 
fourteenth, nineteenth, and twentieth wards of the city of 

Buffalo. 

Ihirty-firsL The thirty-first senate district shall consist 
of the fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth, twenty* 
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first, twenty-second, twenty-third, twenty-fourth and 
twenty-fifth wards of the city of Buffalo, together with all 
that portion of Erie county lying outside of the city of 
Buffalo.

The Congressional Apportionment Law, 



Chapter 295, Laws of 1892. 



An Act dividing the state into congressional districts. 

Approved by the Governor April 13, 1892. Passed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. For the election of representatives in congress 
of the United States this state shall be and is hereby 
divided into thirty-four districts, namely : 

FiBST DiSTEioT.— The counties of Suffolk and Queens 
shall compose the first district. 

Second district.— The first, second, fifth, sixth, seventh, 
eleventh and twentieth wards of the city of Brooklyn, as 
now constituted, shall compose the second district. 

Third district. — The fourth, third, tenth, twenty-second, 
ninth and twenty-third wards of the city of Brooklyn, as 
now constituted, together with the town of Flatbush, 
shall compose the third district.

Thirteenth district.— The seventeenth and twentieth^ 
assembly districts of the county of New York, and that' 
portion of the twenty-first assembly district below the 
center of Fifty-ninth street in the city of New York, shall' 
compose the thirteenth district. . 

Fourteenth district. — The nineteenth assembly district 
of the county of New York, that portion of the twenty- 
first assembly district between the cehter of Fifty-ninth 
street and the center of Seventy-ninth street, and that por- 
tion of the twenty-second assembly district below the 
center of Seventy-ninth street in the city of New York, 
shall compose the fourteenth district. 

Fifteenth district. — .That portion of the twenty-first

An Act to amend chapter four hundred and ten of the 
laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled " An 
act to consolidate into one act and to declare special and 
local laws affecting the public interests in the city of 
New York," with reference to the appointment of 
inspectors of elections and their duties. 

Appboybd by the Governor April 30, 1892. Passed, three-fifths being 
present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section eighteen hundred and fifty of chapter 
four hundred and ten of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
eighty-two, entitled " An act to consolidate into one act 
and to declare the special and local laws affecting public 
interests in the city of New York," is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : 

§ 1850. All inspectors of election and poll-clerks in the 
city and county of New York shall hereafter be appointed 
by the board of police, who shall also have the power to 
make all necessary removals and transfers, and fill all 
vacancies which may, from any cause, arise. It shall be 
the duty of the said board of police annually in the months 
of August and September in each succeeding year, for 
each election district in said city and county, to appoint as 
inspectors of election three persons, two of whom shall 
belong to and represent the political party which shall at 
the last preceding general election for state oflBcers have 
cast the greatest number of votes in the city of New York, 
and the third shall belong to and represent the political 
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party which shall at such election have cast the next 
greatest number of votes for said oflScers in said city. On 
or before August fifteenth in any year the chairman of the 
executive committee of the general committee of each of 
said several parties may make and file with the said board 
of police a list of persons qualified to be such inspectors, 
and thereupon appointments shall be made as hereinbefore 
provided from the persons named in such list or lists ; and 
if any of the persons so named shall not be duly qualified 
the chairman of the committee by whom they were named 
may, within ten days after notice to him of the persons so 
disqualified, submit the names of other persons duly quali- 
fied, and if the names of qualified persons shall not be sub- 
mitted as above provided, the board of police shall select 
and appoint qualified persons belonging to the political 
party entitled to name the inspectors. If either of said 
political parties is divided in said city into two or more 
factions, and lists are filed in behalf of more than one of 
such factions, appointments shall be made for the party so 
divided from the list filed in behalf of the faction which at 
the last preceding general election shall have cast the 
largest number of votes. All persons so appointed shall 
be citizens of the United States and of the state of New 
York, of good character, and able to read, write and speak the 
English language understandingly, qualified voters in said 
city and county, and not candidates for any office to be 
voted for by the electors of the district for which they 
shall be appointed, but no person shall be required to be a 
resident, or voter in the election district for which he shall 
be appointed an inspector. The persons so appointed shall 
be notified, examined as to their qualifications, and if 
approved shall each take and subscribe before the chief of 
the bureau of elections, or the chief clerk thereof, 
within twenty days from the date of notice of appoint- 
ment, the following oath of office: "I, 
residing at No. in the city of New York, do 

solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the con- 
stitution of the United States and of the state of New

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York ; and that I will faithfully discharge the duties of the 
oflSce of inspector of elections for the election dis- 

trict of the assembly district of the city of New 

York, according to the best of my ability ; and that I am a 
citizen of the United States and of the state of New li'^ork, 
a qualified voter in the city and county of New York, and 
not a candidate for any oflSce to be voted for by the electors 
of the district for which I am appointed an inspector." 
Whoever shall be appointed and sworn into oflSce as an 
inspector of election shall receive a certificate of appoint- 
ment from the board of police, said certificate to be in such 
form as shall be prescribed by the said board and to specify 
the assembly and election districts in and for which the 
person to whom the same is issued is appointed to serve, 
and the date of the expiration of his term of oflSce. The 
inspectors of election appointed under the provisions of 
this chapter, shall hold oflSce for one year, unless sooner 
removed for want of the requisite qualifications or for 
cause, in either of which cases such removal, unless made 
while the inspector is actually on duty, on a day of regis- 
tration, revision of registration or election, and for improper 
conduct, as an election oflScer, shall only be made after 
notice in writing to the oflScer sought to be removed, which 
notice, shall set forth clearly and distinctly the reasons for 
his removal. Provided that any inspector of election who 
shall at any time be appointed to fill a vacancy, which fact 
shall be stated in a certificate of appointment, shall hold 
oflSce only during the unexpired term of his predecessor ; 
and that no inspector of election or poll- clerk shall be 
transferred from one election district to another after he 
has entered upon the performance of his duties.

§ 2. Date of general election.— A general election shall 
be held annually on the Tuesday next succeeding the first 
Monday of November.

§ 3. Times of opening and closing polls of elections.— 
The polls of every general election, and, unless other- 
wise provided by law, of every other election, shall 
open, if in the city of New York, at six o'clock in the 
forenoon ; if in any other city or in the county of West- 
chester, at sunrise ; if in a town of any other county 
and outside of a city, between sunrise and nine o'clock 
in the forenoon ; and shall close, if in the city of New 
York, at four o'clock in the afternoon, if elsewhere, at 
sunset. After the polls are open, there shall be no 
adjournment or intermission of the election, until the 
polls are closed.

§ 4. Filling vacancies in elective offices at general and 
special elections.— A vacancy occurring before October 
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fifteenth in any year, in an office authorized to be filled 
at a general election, shall be filled at the general elec- 
tion held next thereafter, unless otherwise -provided by 
the constitution, or unless previously filled at a special 
election , or unless a special election therefor shall have 
been ordered to be held on or after such fifteenth day 
of October and before such general election. 

Upon the failure to elect to any oflSce, except governor 
or lieutenant-governor, at a general or special election at 
which the oflBce is authorized to be filled ; or upon the 
death or disqualification of a person elected to office at 
a general or special election before the commencement 
of his official term ; or upon the occurrence of a vacancy 
in any elective office, which cannot be filled by appoint- 
ment for a period extending to or beyond the next gen- 
eral election at which a person may be elected thereto, 
the governor shall make proclamation of a special elec- 
tion to fill such office, specifying the district or county in 
which the election is to be held, and the day thereof, 
which shall be not less than twenty nor more than forty 
days from the date of the proclamation. 

A special election shall not be held to fill a vacancy in 
the office of a representative in congress, unless such 
vacancy occur on or before the first day of July of 
the last year of the term of office, or unless occurring 
thereafter and a special session of congress be called to 
meet before the next general election, or be called after 
October fourteenth of such year; nor to fill a vacancy in 
the office of state senator, unless the vacancy occur before 
the first day of April of the last year of the term of 
office ; nor to fill a vacancy in the office of a member of 
assembly, unless occurring before the first day of April 
in any year, unless the vacancy occur in either such 
office of senator or member of assembly, after such first 
day of April, and a special session of the legislature be 
called to meet between such first day of April and the 
next general election, or be called after October four- 
teenth of such year.

§ 5. Notices of elections by secretary of state.— The 
secretary of state shall, at least three months before 
each general election, make and transmit to the county 
clerk of each county, a notice under his hand and offi- 
cial seal, stating the day upon which such election shall be 
held, and stating each officer, except city, village and town 
officers, who may lawfully be voted for at such .election 
by the electors of such county, or any part thereof. 

If any such officer is to be elected to fill a vacancy, 
the notice shall so state. The secretary of state shaJl 
forthwith, upon the filing in his office of the governor's 
proclamation ordering a special election, make and 
transmit to each county clerk, a like notice of the officers

§ 6. Notice of submission of proposed constitutional 
amendment or other proposition.— If it is provided by 
law that a constitutional amendment or other pro- 
position or question shall be submitted to a popular 
vote at a general election, the secretary of state shall 
include in his notice to the county clerk, of the 
general election, a copy of such amendment, proposi- 
tion or question, with the forms of the ballots to be 
voted thereon ; and if more than one such amendment.

If such amendment, proposition or question is to be 
submitted at a special election, the secretary of state 
shall, at least twenty days before the election, make 
and transmit to each county clerk a like notice.

§ 7. Publication of concurrent resolutions, proposed 
constitutional amendments and other propositions.— 
The secretary of state shall cause each concurrent 
resolution of the two houses of the legislature agreeing 
to a proposed amendment to the constitution, which is 
referred to the legislature to be chosen at the next 
general election of senators, to be published once a 
week for three months next preceding such election, in 
two newspapers published in each county, representing 
the two political parties polling the highest number of 
votes at the then last preceding general election, and in 
one additional newspaper published in each county for 
every one hundred thousand people in such county, 
as shown by the then last preceding federal or state 
enumeration. Such additional newspapers shall be 
selected by the secretary qf state with reference to 
making such publications in newspapers having the 
largest circulation in the county in which they are 
published. 

If such resolution does not state that such proposed 
amendment is so referred to such legislature, the secre- 
tary of state shall publish in connection with the publi- 
cation of such concurrent resolution, a statement that 
such amendment is referred to the legislature to be 
chosen at the next general election. 

The secretary of state shall cause such proposed 
amendment to the constitution or other proposition or 
question, which is by law to be submitted to the electors 
of the state at a general or special election, to be 
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published for the like period before such election in 
newspapers selected in like manner, together with a 
brief statement of the law or proceedings authorizing 
such submission, the fact that such submission will be 
made, and the forms of the ballots to be voted thereon. 
If such proposed amendment or other proposition or 
question is to be submitted at a special election to be 
held less than three months from the time of appointing 
it, the first publication in each newspaper shall be made 
as soon as practicable after such appointment, and shall 
continue once in each week to the time of the election.

§ 8. Creation, division and alteration of election dis- 
tricts.— Every town or ward of a city not subdivided 
into election districts, shall be an election district. 

The town board of every town containing more than 
four hundred voters, and the common council of every 
city, except New York and Brooklyn, in which there 
shall be a ward containing more than four hundred 
voters, shall, at least thirty days before the election of 
inspectors of election, divide such town or ward 
respectively into election districts, each of which shall 
be compact in form, wholly within the town or ward, 
and shall contain not more than four hundred voters. 
If any part of a city shall be within a town, the town 
board shall divide, into election districts, only that part 
of the town which is outside the city, and no election 
district including aaiy part of a city shall include any 
part of a town outside of a city. 

A town, or a ward of a city, containing less than four 
hundred voters may, at least thirty days before the 
election of inspectors of election of such town or ward, 
be divided into election districts by the town board of 
the town or the common council of the city, when, in 
the judgment ot such board or council, the convenience 
of the voters will be promoted thereby. 

The creation, division or alteration of an election 
district shall not take effect until the town meeting or 
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city election occurring next thereafter, and at such 
town meeting or city election, inspectors of election 
shall be elected for such district. If the creation, 
alteration or division of an election district is rendered 
necessary by the creation or alteration of a town, or ward 
of a city, it shall take effect immediately. If inspectors 
are not elected for such district before September first 
next thereafter, the town board of the town or the 
common council of the city shall appoint three 
inspectors of election of such district. 

No such new town or ward shall be subdivided into 
election districts between the first day of September 
and the day of the general election next after the crea* 
tion of such new town or ward.

§ 9. Haps and certificates of boundaries of election 
districts.— When a ward of a city, except New York and 
Brooklyn, shall be divided into two or more election 
districts, the common council of the city shall forthwith 
make a map or description of such division, defining it by 
known boundaries, and cause such map or description to 
be kept open for public inspection in the oflSce of the 
city clerk, and cause copies thereof to be posted in at

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§ 10. Desigrnation of places for regrlstry and votlngr ; 
proTision of furniture therefor.— On the first Tuesday of 
September of each year, the town board of each town, 
and the common council of each city, except New York 
and Brooklyn, shall designate the places in each elec- 
tion district in the city or town, at which the meetings 
for the registry of voters and the elections shall be held 
during the year. Each room so designated shall be of a 
reasonable size, suflScient to admit and comfortably 
accommodate at least twenty electors at a time, outside of 
the guard rails. No building or part of a building shall 
be so designated in any city, if within sixty days before 
such designation, intoxicating liquors, ale or beer shall 
have been sold in any part thereof.

§ 11. Appointment of inspectors of election in cities.

§ 12. Appointment of poll clerks and ballot clerks.— 
There shall be two poll clerks and two ballot clerks in 
each election district, who shall be voters therein, and 
shall be able to read and write the English languaga 
One of such poll clerks and one of such ballot clerks 
shall belong to the political party polling the highest 
number of votes for state officers at the next preceding 
general election at which state officers were elected; 
and one poll clerk and one ballot clerk shall belong to 
the political party polling the next highest number of 
votes for such officers thereat. At the first meeting of 
the inspectors of election in every district in which 
the law provides for the election of inspectors, the 
inspectors elected shall appoint one of the poll clerks 
and one of the ballot clerks; and the inspector 
appointed shall appoint the other poll clerk and ballot 
clerk.

If the law provides for the appointment of all the 
inspectors of any election district, the authority 
appointing such inspectors shall appoint the poll clerks 
and ballot clerks of such district, for the same terms of 
of3ce as the inspectors. 

If at the time of any election at which poll clerks and 
ballot clerks are required to be present at the polling 
place in any election district, the oflSce of a poll clerk or 
of a ballot clerk of such district shall be vacant, or a 
poll clerk or a ballot clerk of the district shall be absent, 
the inspectors of election of such district shall forthwith 
appoint a person to fill such vacancy; or designate a 
person to act in the place of such absent poll clerk or 
ballot clerk, until he shall appear. Each person so 
appointed or designated shall, before he acts as such 
poll clerk or ballot clerk, take the constitutional oath of 
oflSce.

§ 13. Ballot boxes.— There shall be but one ballot box 
at each polling place for receiving all ballots cast for 
candidates for oflSce, except for commissioners of excise 
in towns. If proposed constitutional amendments, or 
other propositions or questions, may lawfully be voted 
upon thereat, there shall be one ballot box at each poll- 
ing place for the reception of ballots upon each such 
amendment or proposition or question, which shall be 
labeled and numbered to correspond with such amend- 
ments, propositions or questions, respectively. There 
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shall be at each polling place, as many other boxes as 
may be required by law to receive unvoted ballots. Each 
such ballot or other box shall be provided with a sufS- 
cient lock and key, and with an opening in the lid large 
enough and not larger than may be necessary to allow 
a single folded ballot to be easily passed through such 
opening into the box. Each such box shall be large 
enough to properly receive and hold all ballots which 
may lawfully be deposited therein at any election.

§ 14. Voting booths and guard rails.— There shall be 
in each polling place during each election, a sufficient 
number of voting booths not less than one for every fifty 
voters in the election district. Each such booth shall 
be at least three feet square, shall have four sides 
inclosed, each at least six feet high, and the one in front 
shall open and shut as a door swinging outwards and 
shall extend to within two feet of the floor. Each such 
booth shall contain a shelf which shall be one foot wide 
extending across one side of the booth at a convenient 
height for writing, and shall be furnished with such 
supplies and conveniences, including shelves, pens, ink, 
blotting paper, pencils and mucilage as will enable the 
voters to conveniently prepare their ballots for vot- 
ing. Each booth shall be kept clearly lighted while the 
polls are open, by artificial lights, if necessary. 

A guard rail shall be so constructed and placed at each 
polling place that only such persons as are inside such 
rail can approach within six feet of the ballot boxes, and 
of the booths. The arrangement of the polling place 
shall bo such that the booths can only be reached by 
passing within the guard rail, and that the booths, ballot 
boxes, election officers, and every part of the polling 
places, except the inside of the booths, shall be in plain 
view of the election officers and of persons just outside 
the guard rail.

— Before otherwise entering upon 
their duties, the inspectors of each district shall meet 
and appoint one of their number chairman. If at the 
time of any meeting of the inspectors or when any such 
meeting is required by law to be held, there shall be a 
vacancy in the oflSce of any inspector, or if any inspector 
shall be absent from such meeting, the inspector or 
inspectors present shall appoint a qualified elector of 
the district to fill such vacancy or to act as inspector in 
the place of each absent inspector, until such absent 
inspector shall appear. 

If at any such time, the offices of all inspectors are 
vacant, or no inspector shall appear within one hour

§ 16. Preservation of order by inspectors at elections 
and their meetings.— All meetings of the board of 
inspectors shall be public. They shall have fall 
authority to preserve peace and good order at such 
meetings and around the polls of an election, and to 
keep the access thereto open and unobstructed, and to 
enforce obedience to their lawful commands during 
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their meetings. They may appoint one or more electors 
to communicate their orders and directions, and to assist 
in the performance of the duties in this section enjoined. 

If any person shall refuse to obey the lawful com- 
mand of the inspectors, or by disorderly conduct in 
their presence or hearing, shall interrupt or disturb their 
proceedings, they may make an order directing the 
sheriff or any constable of the county, to take the per* 
son so offending into custody and detain him until the 
final canvass of the votes shall be completed ; but such 
order shall not prohibit the person so taken into custody 
from voting at such election.

§ 17. Payment of election expenses.— The expense of 
providing polling places, voting booths, supplies therefor, 
and other furniture of the polling place, and the com- 
pensation of the election oflScers in each election district, 
shall be a charge upon the town or city in which such 
election district is situated, except that such expenses 
incurred for the purpose of conducting a village election 
not held at the same time as a general election, shall bo 
a charge upon the village. 

The expense of printing and delivering the ballots and 
cards of instruction to be used at a town meeting, city 
or village election, not held at the same time as a 
general election, and of printing the lists of nomi- 
nations therefor, shall be a charge upon the town, city 
or village in which the election is held. 

The expense of printing and delivering the ballots and 
cards of instruction to be used in any county at any other 
election, if no town meeting, city or village election be 
held at the same time therewith , and of printing the lists of 
nominations therefor, shall be a charge upon such county. 

The expense of printing and delivering the ballots and 
cards of instruction to be used in any county at any 
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such other election, and of printing the lists of nomi- 
nations therefor, if a town meeting, city or village 
election be held in such county at the same time there- 
with, shall be apportioned by the county clerk between 
such town, city or village, and such county, in the pro- 
portion of the number of candidates for town, city or 
village oflScers on such ballots, respectively, to the whole 
number of candidates thereon, and the amount of such 
expense so apportioned to each such municipality shall 
be a charge thereon. For the purposes of this section, 
the county of Kings includes only that portion of the 
county outside the city of Brooklyn. All expenses 
lawfully incurred by the board of elections of the city 
of Brooklyn shall be a charge on such city. 

The county clerk of each county, not salaried, shall be 
paid by such county a reasonable compensation for his 
services in carrying out the provisions of this chapter, 
to be fixed by the board of pupervisors of the county. 

The town clerk of each town shall be paid by such 
town, a reasonable compensation for his services in car- 
rying out the provisions of this chapter, to be fixed by 
the other members of the town board of the town. 

Ballot clerks and persons acting as such, and clerks 
of boards of registry in cities, except New York and 
Brooklyn, shall receive the same compensation for their 
attendance at an election, or meeting for registry in 
pursuance of law, as inspectors of election, and be paid 
in like manner. An inspector of election lawfully 
required to file any papers in a county clerk's oflSce

§ 19. Transmission of election laws to clerks and elec- 
tion oJDBicers.— The secretary of state shall, at least sixty 
days before the first general election held after this

§ 51 . Notice of primary.— No primary shall be held in 
a city or village having a population of over five thou- 
sand, as shown by the then last state or federal 
enumeration, unless at least two days notice thereof 
shall be published in a daily newspaper in such city 
or village, of the same politics with the party giving 
the notice, at least twice ; but if no such newspaper is 
published in the same city or village where such primary

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§52. Organization and conduct of primaries.— Every 
primary shall be organized by the appointment of a 
chairman and secretary. 

If the rules and regulations of the political organiza- 
tion calling it so require ; or if it shall by a vote of the 
voters present so resolve ; or if it be in a city or village 
having a population of over five thousand according to the 
then last preceding federal or state enumeration and five 
qualified voters of the district where it is held belonging 
to the political party calling it shall serve upon the 
secretary or general committee of the party or its 
organization in such city or village, or upon the chair- 
man of the district committee, a written dismand stating 
that they so require it; the following additional 
requirements, or such of them as may be specified in 
such demand, shiall be complied with : 

1. The chairman and other officers shall take the 
constitutional oath of oflSce.

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shall be public records, and open to inspection and 
examination by any elector of the state.

§57. Independent nominations.— Three thousand or 
more voters of the state may nominate candidates for 
offices to be filled by voters of the entire state ; five 
hundred or more voters of a county or city or of a 
portion of the state greater than a county, except an 
assembly district composed of more than one county, 
may nominate candidates for offices to be filled by the 
voters of such county, city or portion of the state; two 
hundred and fifty or more voters of an assembly or 
school commissioner district, may nominate candidates 
for offices to be filled by the voters of such district ; 
twenty-five or more voters of a ward, town or village may 
nominate candidates for offices to be filled by the voters 
of such town, ward or village. 

If the nomination is for an office to be filled by the 
voters of the city and county of New York, the county 
of Kings, or the city of Brooklyn, not less than six 
hundred voters shall make such nomination. If the 
nomination is for an office to be filled wholly or in part 
by the voters of only a portion of either the city and 
county of New York, the county of Kings, or the city 
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of Brooklyn, not less than two hundred and fifty voters 
shall make snch nomination. 

The nominations shall be made by a certificate 
signed and acknowledged by such voters, each of 
whom shall add to his signature his place of resi- 
dence, and make oath that he is such voter and has 
truly stated his residence. The certificate shall con- 
tain the names of the oflSces to be filled, the name 
and residence of each candidate nominated, and if 
in a city, the street number of such residence and 
of his place of business if any; and shall designate, 
in not more than five words, the political or other 
name which the signers shall select, but the name 
of any organized political party shall not be usc^d with- 
out using in connection therewith some other word op 
words to distinguish such name from such party name, 
and no word or designation shall be used indicating that 
the name is that of any regular party or political 
organization. 

The certificate may designate upon the face thereof 
one or more persons, as authorized to nominate candi- 
dates for the oflSces named therein, for which no 
candidates are nominated in such certificate. The 
persons so designated may by certificates signed and 
duly acknowledged by them, specifying the political 
or other name used in the certificate in which such 
vacancies exist, nominate candidates to fill such vacan- 
cies. The signatures to the certificate of nomination 
need not all be appended to one paper. No person shall 
sign more than one certificate, and no certificate shall 
contain the names of more candidates for any oflice 
than there are persons to be elected to such ofiice.

§61. Publication of nominations. — At least six days 
before an election to fill any public oflBce, the county 
clerk of each county, except Now York, the board of 
police commissioners of the city of New York, and the 
board of elections of the city of Brooklyn, shall cause 
to be published in not less than two nor more than four 
newspapers within such county or city respectively, a 
list of all nominations of candidates for oflSces to be 
filled at such election, certified to such clerk or board 
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by the secretary of state, or filed in the ofSce of such 
clerk or board. Such publication shall contain the 
name and residence, and if in a city, the street number 
of the residence, and place of business, if any, and the 
party or other designation of each candidate. 

The city clerk of each city, except New York and

§ 81. Form of official ballots for candidates for office.— 
Each official ballot for candidates for ptiblic office shall 
be six inches wide; shall have a perforated line running 
across it, parallel with and one inch distant from the 
top thereof; and shall be of such length that below such 
perforated line there shall be one-fourth of an inch in 
the length of the ballot for the name of each office and 
the same space for the name of each candidate to be 
printed thereon. The space above the perforated line 
shall be known as the stub. 

The stubs of such ballots of each kind, for each election 
district, shall be numbered consecutively, by printed 
numbers on the backs thereof, and nothing else shall be 
printed on the backs of the stubs. On the face of each 
stub shall be printed in uniform type the words "official 
ballots for," and after the word " for " shall follow the 
designation of the polling place for which the ballot is 
prepared. 

On the back of each official ballot below the stub shall 
be printed in great primer Roman condensed capitals, 
the indorsement "official ballot for ," and after the 

word "for" shall follow the date of the election and a fao 
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simile of the signature of the ofScer, or clerk of the 
board providing the ballots, except that ballots contain- 
ing the names of candidates for commissioners of 
excise of towns, shall be indorsed " excise," only, and 
other ballots for town meetings, not held at the same 
time with a general election, shall be indorsed ** town '* 
only. 

Each official ballot shall be of such form, and so 
printed, that when the ballot is properly folded for 
voting, the whole of the indorsement and the printed 
number on the back of the stub shall be visible, and so 
that the stub can be removed without unfolding the 
ballot, or exposing or removing any portion of the face 
thereof below the perforated line. All official ballots 
prepared by the same officer or board for the same elec- 
tion district and the same election, containing the names 
of the same offices, shall be of precisely the same 
quality and tint of paper, kind of type and quality and 
tint of plain black ink, and of uniform length.

§ 82. Names of offices and candidates on official 
ballots.— There shall be as many different kinds of 
official ballots for candidates for public office at each 
polling place, at which official ballots are required to 
be provided as there are different political parties or 
political or other names represented upon duly filed 
certificates of nomination of candidates to be voted 
for thereat. The names of all the offices to be filled 
thereat shall be printed below the perforated line, upon 
the face of each such ballot of each kind, in brevier 
lower case type within the spaces respectively allowed 
therefor. Under the name of each office thereon, the 
name of each candidate nominated therefor by or by 
virtue of the kind of certificates to which such 
kind of ballot corresponds, shall be printed in brevier 
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capitals, within the spaces respectively allowed therefor. 
The names on each ballot shall be in a single col- 
umn except that the names of candidates for presiden- 
tial electors, and the names of inspectors of election, if ten 
or more, shall be in two columns. No ballot shall 
contain the names of more candidates for one office than 
may be voted for at such election by one voter. 

If the full number of candidates for the offices speci- 
fied on any one kind of ballots shall not have been nomi- 
nated by or in pursuance of the certificates from which 
such kind of ballots is prepared, blank spaces shall be 
left on each ballot of such kind where the names of can- 
didates would appear, except for such failure to nominate. 
The name of a person having a party nomination shall 
not be placed upon an official ballot of independent 
nomination, if such person shall have given notice at 
least fifteen days before the election for which the ballot 
is prepared, to the officer with whom his party certificate 
of nomination is filed, by a writing signed and acknowl- 
edged by him, that he does not wish his name placed 
upon any ballot of independent nomination, or upon 
such particular ballot of independent nomination. 

The names of offices to be filled and of candidates to 
be voted for by the voters of a particular district or 
municipality only, shall not be printed on any other 
ballots than those prepared for such district or 
municipality.

cards required to be provided for each polling 
place in such town or ^ city election. Each kind 
of official ballots, all the sample ballots and all 
the instruction cards for each election district shall 
be so delivered, in separate sealed packages. The 
official ballots in each package shall be unfolded and 
arranged in the order of the printed numbers on 
the stubs thereof. Each such package shall be clearly 
marked on the outside thereof with the number and 
kind of ballots or instruction cards inclosed therein 
respectively, and the designation of the election district 
for which it is provided. 

Beceipts for the packages so deliverd, specifying the 
number and kind of packages, shall be given by each 
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town and cit}' clerk receiving them, and filed with such 
county clerk who shall keep a record of the time and 
manner of thc^ delivery thereof. 

Each town and city clerk receiving such packages 
shall cause all such packages so received and marked for 
any election district to be delivered unopened and with 
the seals thereof unbroken to the inspectors of election 
of such election district, at the opening of the polls of 
such election therein, and cause a receipt to be then 
taken from such inspectors for such packages, speci- 
fying the number and kind thereof, which receipt shall 
be filed in the ofSce of such clerk. 

Town, city and village clerks required to provide bal- 
lots for town meetings, city and village elections held 
at different times from a general election, and the boards 
of the cities of New York and Brooklyn required to 
provide the ballots for elections held therein, respect- 
ively, shall in like manner, deliver to the inspectors or 
presiding ofScers of the election at each polling place at 
which such meetings and elections are held, respectively, 
the official ballots, sample ballots and instruction cards 
required to be provided therefor, respectively, in like 
sealed packages marked on the outside in like manner, 
and shail take and file receipts therefor in like manner, 
in their respective offices.

§ 88. Correction of errors and omissions In ballots.— 
Upon affidavit, presented by any voter, that an error or 
omission has occurred in the publication of the names 
or description of the candidates nominated for office, or 
in the printing of the sample or official ballots, the 
supreme court, or a justice thereof, may make an order, 
requiring the county clerk, or other officer or board 
charged with the duty in respect to which such error 
or omission occurs, to correct such error, or show cause 
why such error should not be corrected. The county 
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clerks or such other officers or boards, shall, upon 
their own motion, correct without delay, any patent 
error in the ballots which they may discover, or which 
shall be brought to their attention, and which can be 
corrected without interfering with the timely distribu- 
tion of the ballots to the inspectors of election in the 
election districts.

§ 89. OfBcial distribution to polling places of substitutes 
for missing official ballots.— If the official ballots required 
to be furnished to any town or city clerk, shall not 
be delivered at the time required, or if after 
delivery shall be lost, destroyed or stolen, the clerk 
of such town or city shall cause other ballots to be pre- 
pared as nearly in the form of the official ballots as 
practicable, but without the indorsement, and upon the 
receipt of ballots so prepared from such clerk, accom- 
panied by his statement under oath that the same have 
been so prepared and furnished by him, and that the 
official ballots have not been so delivered, or have been 
so lost, destroyed or stolen, the inspectors of election

§ 100. Opening the polls.— The inspectors of elec- 
tion, poll clerks and ballot clerks of each election 
district, shall meet at the time duly appointed 
for opening the polls of each election for which 
ofScial ballots are required to be provided, at the 
polling place therein, within the space inclosed by 
the guard-rail, for the purpose of conducting such 
election. Within the meaning of this article, the 
territory in which the voters, entitled to vote at any 
such polling place reside, shall be deemed an election 
district; the presiding oflBcers of such election at such 
polling place shall be deemed inspectors of election of 
such district, and any inspector or other officer duly 
designated to distribute official ballots to voters thereof 
shall be deemed a ballot clerk thereof. 

The inspectors of election shall then and there have 
the ballot-boxes required by law for the reception of 
ballots to be voted thereat; the box required for 
the reception of unvoted ballots; the sealed pack- 
ages of official ballots, sample ballots and instruction 
cards required to be delivered to them for such election; 
and if it be an election at which registered voters only 
can vote, the register of such voters, and the certified 
copies thereof, required to be made and kept therefor. 

Each such poll clerk shall then and there have the 
book required for keeping the poll list of such election* 
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The inspectors shall thereupon open the sealed pack- 
ages of instruction cardSt and cause them to be posted 
conspicuously, at least one, and if printed in different 
languages, at least one of each language, in each of the 
voting booths of such polling place, and at least three 
of each language in which they are printed in or about 
the polling place; shall open the sealed packages of 
ofScial ballots and sample ballots and place them in 
charge of the ballot clerks ; and shall before any ballots 
are cast, unlock the ballot-boxes and the box for the 
reception of unvoted ballots, see that they are empty, 
allow the watchers present to examine them, and lock 
them up again while empty, in such manner that the 
watchers present and persons just outside the guard- 
rail can see that such boxes are empty when they are 
relocked. 

The instruction cards, so posted, shall not be taken 
down, torn or defaced during such election. 

The ballot clerks with the official and sample ballots, 
the inspectors with such boxes and registry lists, and 
the poll clerks with their poll-list books, shall be sta- 
tioned as near each other as practicable within such 
inclosed space. 

One of the inspectors shall then make proclamation 
that the polls of the election are opened, and of the time 
o'clock in the afternoon when the polls will be closed.

§ 101. Persons inside the guard-rail — General regula- 
tions.— From the time of such meeting for the purpose 
of conducting such election, until the announcement of 
the result of the canvass of the votes cast thereat and 
the signing of the certificate thereof by the inspectors, 
such boxes and all the official ballots shall be kept 
within the guard-rail. 

No person shall be admitted within the guard-rail 
during such period, except such inspectors, poll clerks, 
ballot clerks, duly authorized watchers, persons admit- 
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ted by the inspectors to preserve order or enforce the 
law, persons duly admitted for the purpose of voting, 
and i>erson8 duly admitted to assist disabled voters, and 
in the city of Brooklyn the members of the board of 
canvassers, and in the city of New York persons law* 
fully designated by candidates to be present at the can- 
vass of the votes. 

After such boxes are so relocked, while empty at 
the opening of the polls, they shall not be imlocked ot

No person shall deliver to any voter within such guard- 
rail a paster, paster ballot or any other ballot than such 
as the ballot clerks are lawfully authorized to deliver to 
a voter.

§ 10?. Watchers; challengers; electioneering.— Each 
political party duly filing certificates of nomination of 
candidates for ofiices to be filled at any such election, 
may, by writing signed by the committee or other similar 
representative of such organization or by the chairman 
thereof, and delivered to one of the inspectors of elec- 
tion, appoint not more than two watchers to attend each 
polling place thereof. No such committee or representa- 
tive for a town or ward shall appoint watchers for any 
polling place outside such town or ward.

§ 103. Delivery of ballots to voters.— While the polls 
of such election are open, the voters entitled to vote and 
who have not previously voted thereat, may enter within 
the guard-rail of the polling place of such election, for 
the purpose of voting, in such order that there shall not 
at any time be within such guard-rail more than twice as 
many voters as there are voting booths thereat, besides 
the persons lawfully within such guard-rail for other 
purposes than voting. 

Upon entering within the guard-rail, for such pur- 
pose, the voter shall forthwith proceed to the ballot 
clerks and announce his name, and, if in a city, his 
residence by street and number, or if it have no street 
number a brief description of the locality thereof, and 
if required by the inspectors thereat, shall state whether 
he is over or under twenty-one years of age. If such 
voter is entitled to vote thereat, and is not challenged, 
or if challenged and the challenge be determined in his 
favor, the ballot clerks thereat shall deliver, unfolded, 
to such voter, a full set, one of each kind, of the ofiScial 
ballots so provided. The ballot clerks may instruct the 
voter how to fold his ballot, by folding the sample ballot 
in his presence, or otherwise than by folding an ofiScial 
ballot. Sample ballots may, in the discretion of the 
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ballot clerks, be taken by voters into the voting booths, 
and left there daring the election.

§ 104. Preparation of ballots for voting.— The voter 
upon receiving such official ballots and instructions shall 
immediately enter one of the voting booths, if there be 
one vacant, or if none be vacant, as soon as one shall 
become vacant. Not more than one person shall occupy 
one voting booth at the same time, except that a voter 
who shall declare under oath to the inspectors of election 
that, by reason of total blindness, loss of both hands, 
such total inability in both hands that he can not use 
either hand for ordinary purposes, or physical disability 
by reason of crippled condition or disease to enter 
the booth alone, he is unable to receive or prepare his 
ballots without assistance^ may select a person for that 
purpose, who shall be allowed to,j)ass within the guard- 
rail and receive such ballots and to enter the voting 
booth with such voter and there assist him in preparing 
his ballot. The person so selected shall not in any 
manner request, or seek to persuade or induce such 
voter to vote any particular ballot or for any particular 
candidate, and shall not directly or indirectly reveal to 
any other person the name of any candidate voted for 
by such voter, or any thing occurring within such voting 
booth, and he shall not remain within the guard-rail 
longer than is necessary to assist such disabled voter. 

No voter shall otherwise ask or receive the assistance 
of any person within the polling place in the prepara- 
tion of his ballot, or divulge to any one within the 
polling place the name of any candidate fox whom he 
intends to vote, or for whom he has voted. No person 
shall occupy a voting booth more than ten minutes 
while all the other booths are occupied. 

Within such voting booths and not elsewhere, the 
name of any person for whom the voter desires to vote 
for any office named on the official ballot, may be 
written on the official ballot which the voter proposes 
to vote ; or a paster containing one or more such names 

16 
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or offices may be pasted thereon; or a paster ballot con* 
taining the names of all the candidates for whom the 
voter may vote for all such offices, may be pasted 
thereon. Every such paster or paster ballot shall be not 
more than four inches wide, shall be printed on white 
paper, in plain black ink, and in type uniform with 
that used on the official ballots. The paper on which 
such pasters or paster ballots are printed shall not be 
thicker or heavier than the paper on which the official 
ballots are printed. All such matter written or 
pasted on an official ballot shall be written or pasted 
below the perforated line, on the face of the ballot^ 
being the side and division of the ballot on which 
the names of offices and candidates are printed, 
and so that no such pasted matter shall project 
beyond the sides of the official ballot upon which it is 
pasted, and so that no part of such paster or paster 
ballot shall be visible when the ballot is properly folded 
for voting. 

Any name so written or pasted upon a ballot voted» 
shall be deemed the choice of the voter, notwithstand- 
ing the name of another candidate for the same office 
may be upon the original ballot without being erased, 
covered, or concealed by the written or pasted matter. 
But if the names of two or more candidates for the same 
office are printed on such ballot and a less number of 
names of candidates for such office be written or pasted 
thereon, each such name printed on the official ballot 
shall, if not erased, covered or concealed, be deemed 
the choice of the voter. 

After the voter has prepared his ballot for voting, 
and before leaving the booth, he shall fold it and each 
of the other official ballots in his possession first cross- 
wise by bringing the bottom of each ballot up to the 
perforated line, and then in the middle lengthwise, 
in such manner that, when folded, the face of each 
ballot shall be concealed, and the printed number on 
the stub and the indorsement on the back of the ballot 
shall be visible, and so that the stub can be removed 
without removing any other part of the ballot, 
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and without exposing any part of the face of the 
ballot below the stub. No voter shall place any other 
mark upon, or tear or deface any of the ballots so folded 
by him, and prepared for presentation to the inspectors. 
If one of the official ballots delivered to a voter shall be 
spoiled before so prepared, the voter may upon return- 
ing to the ballot clerks all the official ballots delivered 
to him, obtain from them another full set, one of 
each kind, of the official ballots; but not more than four 
sets, in all, of official ballots shall be delivered to any 
voter. A voter may, after receiving one set of official 
ballots and before voting, return all such ballots to the 
ballot clerks and then pass outside the guard-rail ; and 
afterward, while the polls are open, enter once again 
within the guard-rail for the purpose of voting, and 
receive and prepare his ballots and vote, the same as if 
he had not once before been within the guard-rail and 
received his ballots therefor. But not more than two 
sets in all of official ballots, shall, on such account, be 
delivered to any voter, and no voter shall pass within 
the ^lard-railmore than twice, at the same election, for 
the purpose of voting.

§ 105. Manner or voting.— When the ballot a voter pro- 
poses to vote shall be prepared, and it and all the others 
of the same set delivered to him shall be properly f olded^ 
he shall leave the voting booth with the ballots so folded, 
and keeping all his ballots so folded, shall proceed at 
once to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, and 
first hand to such inspector the ballot he intends to 
vote. Such inspector shall announce the name of the 
voter and the printed number on the stubs of the official 
ballots in the voter's possession. If such voter be 
entitled then and there to vote, and he shall not be 
challenged^ or if challenged and the challenge be 
determined in his favor, and if his ballots are properly 
folded and have no mark or tear visible on the out- 
side thereof, except the printed number on the stubs 
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and the printed indorsement on the back, and if such 
printed number is the same as that entered on the poll 
list as the number on the stubs of the set of official ballots 
last delivered to him by the ballot clerk, such inspector 
shall receive such ballot which the voter intends to vote, 
and after removing the stub therefrom, in plain view of 
the voter and without removing any other part of the 
ballot, and without unfolding the ballot or in any way 
exposing any part of the face thereof below the stub, 
shall deposit it in the proper ballot-box for the recep- 
tion of voted ballots. The voter shall thereupon, 
and after the ballot voted by him. is deposited in the 
ballot-box, hand to the inspector in charge of the box 
for unvoted ballots, all the other official ballots of the 
same set delivered to him which he does not intend to 
vote, properly folded, and such inspector after removing 
the stubs therefrom, in like manner, shall deposit such 
ballots which the voter does not intend to vote, still so 
folded in the box for unvoted ballots. Such voter shall 
then forthwith pass outside the guard-rail, unless he 
be one of the persons authorized to remain within the 
guard-rail for other purposes than voting. 

If the voter presents ballots improperly folded to such 
inspector, he may be further instructed as to the man- 
ner of properly folding his ballot, otherwise than by 
folding or unfolding the official ballots, and may return 
again, not exceeding four times in all, to the voting booth 
to properly prepare his ballots. No official ballots how- 
ever folded shall be unfolded outside the voting booth. 

No person to whom any official ballots shall be 
delivered, shall leave the space within the guard-rail 
until he shall deliver back all such ballots either to the 
inspectors, or to the ballot clerks.

§ 106. General duties of ballot clerks.— The ballot clerks 
shall deliver official ballots to the voters in such order 
that the numerical order of the numbers printed on the 
stubs of each set of ballots so delivered, shall be the 
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same as the order of the successive deliveries thereof to 
the voters, the set of ballots numbered one on the stubs 
being first delivered and so on. 

They shall not deliver to any voter a portion only of 
one full set of any kind of official ballots provided for 
such polling place, and all the ballots so delivered 
together, at one time, to any one voter, shall have the 
same printed number on their stubs. 

They shall, upon the delivery of official ballots to each 
voter, announce the voter's name, the number printed 
on the stub of each ballot so delivered, and, if in a city, 
the voter's residence by street and number, or if it have 
no street number a brief description of the locality 
thereof. 

Upon the return of a set of ballots to them by any 
voter, they shall announce the name of the voter return- 
ing them, and the printed number on the stubs of the 
ballots so returned. They shall cancel and carefully 
preserve all such ballots returned to them by voters, and 
shall not again deliver any such returned ballots to a 
voter. 

They shall carefully pireserve all detached stubs 
delivered to them by the inspectors. 

They shall immediately upon the closing of the polls 
of each election, prepare and sign a written statement 
showing the number of full sets of official ballots 
delivered by them to voters, the number of such sets 
returned to them, the number of such sets not delivered 
by them to the voters, and the number of sets of 
detached stubs returned to them by the inspectors; 
and shall inclose all such ballots so returned to 
them, all such ballots not delivered to voters, and all 
such detached stubs, in a sealed package, and deliver it, 
together with such written statement, if in the city of 
Brooklyn, to the chairman of the board of canvassers, 
and if elsewhere to the chairman of the board of 
inspectors.

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§ 107. General duties of poll elerks.— Each poll clerk 
at each polling place for which oflScial ballots are 
required to be provided, shall have a book for keeping 
the poll list thereof, containing columns headed 
respectively, numbers on ballots, names of voters, and 
if in a city, residence of voters. If there shall be more 
than one ballot-box lawfully required for the reception 
of votes cast thereat, there shall be an additional 
column in each poll-list book for each ballot-box, headed 
with the numbers or other designations, respectively, of 
such ballot-boxes. 

Upon each delivery of a set of oflScial ballots by the 
ballot clerks to a voter, each poll clerk shall enter upon 
his poll list, in the appropriate columns, the printed 
number upon the stubs of the ballots so delivered, the 
name of the voter, in the alphabetical order of the first 
letter of his surname, and if in a city, the residence of 
the voter by street and number, or if it have no street 
number, a, brief description of the locality thereof. If 
the set of ballots delivered to any voter shall be 
returned by him to the ballot clerks, the ballot number 
thereof, so entered on the poll list, shall be canceled, by 
drawing a mark through it, leaving the number still 
legible, and upon the delivery of each additional set of 
ballots by the ballot clerks to the same voter, the poll 
clerks shall add opposite the name of such voter on the 
poll list, in the proper column, the printed number on 
the stubs of such additional set of ballots. 

Each poll clerk shall make a memorandum on the 
poll list kept by him, of every instance of a voter 
receiving the assistance of another person in the votiag 
booth, in the preparation of his ballot, stating the name 
of such voter, the substance briefly of the reasons for 
requiring such assistance as sworn to by the voter, and 
the name of the person rendering such assistance. 

Each poll clerk shall designate upon his poll list, every 
person entered upon his list, who shall have been chal- 
lenged and taken either of the oaths upon such challenge, 
by some appropriate mark opposite the name of each 
svLch person. 
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As each voter offers his ballots to the inspectors, each 
poll clerk shall report to the inspector whether the num- 
ber entered on the poll list kept by him, as the number 
on the stubs of the ballots last delivered to such voter, 
is the same as the number on the stubs of the ballots so 
offered. As each voter votes, each poll clerk shall check 
the name of such voter on his poll list, and if there be 
more than one ballot-box for the reception of votes cast, 
shall enter a check in each column headed to correspond 
to each ballot-box into which a ballot of such voter is 
deposited. Upon the close of the polls of the election, 
the poll clerks shall deliver such poll lists to the chair- 
man of the board of inspectors thereof.

§ 108. General duties of inspectors in connection with 
the balloting.— One of the inspectors of election at each 
polling place, while the polls of an election thereat are 
open, shall be designated to receive the ballots from the 
voters voting. If it be an election for which voters are 
required to be registered, the other inspectors shall, 
before any ballots are delivered by the ballot clerks to 
a voter, ascertain whether such voter is duly registered, 
and so announce to the ballot clerks, who shall not 
deliver any ballots to such voter until such inspectors 
announce thai such voter is registered. Upon each 
delivery of ballots to a voter, such inspectors shall enter 
opposite the name of such voter upon the register and 
in each of the certified copies thereof, the number 
printed on the stubs of the ballots of each set so de- 
livered, canceling any previous number so entered, with- 
out rendering it ill^ble. As each person , so registered, 
votes, they shall check his name upon such roister, and 
upon each of the two certified copies thereol 

The inspectors shaU, forthwith upon detaching the 
stubs from any set of official ballots, deliver such 
detached stabs to the ballot clerks.

When unofficial ballots may be voted.— If, for any 
cause, the ofScial ballots shall not be provided as required 
by law at any polling place, upon the opening of the polls 
of an election thereat, or if the supply of ofiScial ballots 
shall be exhausted before the polls are closed, unofficial 
ballots, printed or written, made as nearly as practicable 
in the form of the official ballots, may be used.

§ 110. Challengre, preliminary oath and examination.— 
A person may be challenged either when he applies to 
the ballot clerks for official ballots, or when he offers 
to an inspector the ballot he intends to vote, or pre- 
viously by notice to that effect to an inspector, by any 
elector. The name of the person challenging shall not 
be disclosed by an election officer unless required by a 
court or a judicial officer. It shall be the duty of each 
inspector to challenge every person offering to vote, 
whom he shall know or suspect not to be duly qualified 
as an elector. If any person offering to vote at any 
election shall be challenged in relation to his right to 
vote thereat, one of the inspectors shall tender to him 
the following preliminary oath: " You do swear (or affirm) 
that you will fully and truly answer all such questions 
as shall be put to you touching your place of residence 
and qualifications as an elector." The inspectors or one 
of them shall then question the person challengeid in 
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relation to his name ; his place of residence before lie 
came into that election district; his then place of resi- 
dence; his citizenship; whether he be a native or 
naturalized citizen, and if the latter, when, where, and 
in what court, or before what oflScer he was naturalized ; 
whether he came into the election district for the pur- 
pose of voting at that election ; how long he contem- 
plates residing in the election district; and all other 
matters which may tend to test his qualifications as a 
resident of the election district, citizenship and right to 
vote at such election at such polling place. If any 
person shall refuse to take such preliminary oath when 
so tendered, or to answer fully any such question which 
shall be put to him, his vote shall be rejected.

United States for ten days, and an inhabitant of this 
state for one year next preceding this election, and for 
the last four months a resident of this county, and for 
thirty days a resident of this election district, and that 
you have not voted at this election." 

If the person so offering to vote shall be challenged 
for causes stated in section two of article two of the 
constitution of this state, the following additional oath 
shall be administered by one of the inspectors: '"You 
do swear (or afiirm) that you have not received or offered, 
do not expect to receive, have not paid, offered or

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promised to pay, contributed, offered or promised to 
contribute to another, to be paid or used, any money 
or other valuable thing as a compensation or reward for 
the giving or withholding a vote at this election, and 
have not made any promise to influence the giving or 
withholding of any such vote; and that you have not 
made, or become directly or indirectly interested in any 
bet or wager depending upon the residt of this election." 

If the person so offering shall be challenged on the 
ground of having been convicted of bribery or any 
infamous crime, the following additional oath shall be 
administered to him by one of the inspectors : " You do 
swear (or affirm) that you have not been convicted of 
bribery or any infamous crime, or if so convicted, that 
you have been pardoned and restored to all the rights 
of a citizen." 

If any person shall refuse to take either oath so ten- 
dered, his vote shall be rejected.

§ 112. Minutes respecting persons challenged. — The 
inspectors of election shall keep a minute of their jiro- 
ceedings in respect to the challenging and administer- 
ing oaths to persons offering to vote, in which shall be 
entered, by one of them, the name of every person who 
shall be challenged or take either of such oaths, specify- 
ing in each case whether the preliminary oath or the 
general oath, or both were taken. At the close of the 
election, at each polling place, the inspectors thereat 
shall add to such minutes a certificate to the effect that 
the same are all such minutes as to all persons chal- 
lenged at such election.

§ 114. Canvass of votes by inspectors.— As soon as the 
polls of an election are closed, if in the city of Brooklyn, 
the board of canvassers and if elsewhere, the inspectors 
of election thereat, shall publicly canvass and estimate 
the votes and not adjourn or postpone the canvass until 
it shall be fully completed. 

They shall commence by comparing the two poll-lists 
with each other, correcting any mistakes therein and by 
counting the ballots found in the ballot-boxes without 
unfolding them, except so far as to ascertain that each 
ballot is single and by comparing the ballots found in 
each box with the number shown by the poll-lists to have 
been deposited therein. If the ballots found in any box 
shall be more than the number of ballots so shown to 
have been deposited therein, such ballots shall all be 
replaced without being unfolded in the box from which 
they were taken and one of the inspectors or canvassers 
shall, without seeing the same, publicly draw out as 
many ballots as shall be equal to such excess and 
without unfolding them, deposit them in the box for 
unvoted ballots. 

If two or more ballots shall be found in a ballot-box 
so folded together as to present the appearance of a 
single ballot, they shall be destroyed, if the whole num- 
ber of ballots in such ballot-box exceeds the whole num- 
ber of ballots shown by the poll-lists to have been 
deposited therein and not otherwise. If there lawfully 
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be more than one ballot-box for the reception of ballots 
voted at any one polling place, no ballot, properly 
indorsed, found in the wrong ballot-box shall be rejected 
but shall be counted in the same manner as if found in 
the proper ballot-box, if such ballot shall not together 
with the ballots found in the proper ballot-box make 
a total of more ballots than are shown by the poll-lists 
to have been deposited in the proper box. 

No ballot that has not the ofiScial indorsement shall 
be counted except such as are voted in accordance with 
the provisions of this chapter relating to unoflScial 
ballots. 

If requested by any watcher the inspectors or can- 
-vassers shall, during the canvass, exhibit any and all 
ballots cast at such election or town meeting to such 
watcher fully opened, and in such a condition that he 
may fully and carefully read and examine the same, but 
such inspector or canvasser shall not allow any such 
ballot to be taken from his hands. 

When an inspector of election or other election officer 
or duly authorized watcher shall, during a canvass of 
the votes, or immediately after the completion thereof, 
declare his belief that any particular ballot, paster, or 
paster ballot affixed thereto, has been written upon or 
marked in any way for the purpose of identification, the 
inspectors or canvassers shall write on the back of such 
ballot the words ^'objected to because marked for 
identification," or words in substance to that effect, and 
sign their names thereto, and attach each such ballot to 
their written statement of the result of the canvass.

§ 115. Certified statement of canvass.— Upon the com* 
pletion of the canvass, the inspectors, except in the 
cities of New York and Brooklyn, shall make and sign 
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a written statement thereof, showing the date bt the 
election, the number of the district, the town or ward 
and the county in which it was held, the whole number 
of ballots received for each oflSce, the whole number 
cast for each person for such oflBce and the whole num- 
ber of ballots objected to because marked for identifica- 
tion, written out at length in words and at the end 
thereof a certificate signed by the inspectors to the 
efiect that the statement is in all respects correct. 

Such inspectors shall securely attach to such state- 
ment one o£Scial ballot of each kind voted for all the 
officers to be chosen at such election. They shall state 
in words, at full length and written partly on such ballot 
and partly on the paper to which it shall be attached, 
the whole number of the ballots which were received, 
having the same names for the same offices as the one 
attached. 

If two or more ballots cast, varying from every official 
ballot, shall have thereon the names of the same can- 
didates for the same offices throughout, only one of such 
ballots shall be annexed to such statement and there 
shall be written partly upon it and partly upon the 
paper to which it is attached, a statement of the num- 
ber of such ballots cast. The ballots so attached with 
such statements so written shall be deemed a part of 
the certified statement of the canvass by the inspectors. 

All other ballots cast at such election not containing 
the names of the same candidates for the same offices 
as appear upon any other ballot so cast, shall be 
securely attached to such statement. 

Unless such election be an election of town, city, 
village or school officers held at a different time from a 
general election, such inspectors shall forthwith and 
before adjourning make two certified copies of such 
certified statement of the result of the canvass. 

Forthwith upon the completion of such certified 
statements, and of such copies thereof if required, and 
the proclamation of the result, the ballots voted and not 
required to be attached to such certified statement or 
to such copies, and the contents of the box for the 
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reception of unvoted ballots, without examination 
thereof, shall be destroyed.

§ 117. Delivery and filing by the inspeotors of papers 
relating to the election.— If the election be other than an 
election of town, city, village or school officers held at 
a different time from a general election, the inspectors 
of each election district except in the cities of New York 
and Brooklyn, shall forthwith upon the completion of 
such certified statement of the result, deliver such cer- 
tified statement to the supervisor of the town in which 
the election district, if outside of a city, is situated and 
if in a city, to one of the supervisors of such city. If 
there be no such supervisor or he be absent or unable to 
attend the meeting of the county board of canvassers, 
such certified statement shall be forthwith delivered to 
an assessor of such town or city.

Judicial investisration of ballots objected to as 
marked for identification. — If any such certified state- 
ment of the result of a canvass shall show that any of 
the ballots counted were objected to as marked for 
identification, a writ of mandamus may, upon the 
application of any candidate voted for at such 
election, within thirty days thereafter, issue out 
of the supreme court, if such statement be filed in

§ 130. Orgranization of county boards of canvassers.— 

The board of supervisors of each county, except 
New York, and the assessors, if any, to whom the 
original statements of the results of the canvass of the 
votes cast at any election in the several election dis- 
tricts in such county shall be delivered in pursuance of 
law, shall be the county board of canvassers of such 
county. 

The members of the county board of canvassers of 
each county shall meet at the office of the county clerk 
thereof on the Tuesday next after each election of public 
officers held in such county, other than an election of 
town, city, village or district school oflScers held at a 
diflferent time from a general election. Upon such 
meeting they shall choose one of their number chair- 
man of such board. Such county clerk, or if he be 
absent or unable to act, the deputy county clerk of such 
county, shall be the secretary of such board. The sec- 
retary of the board shall thereupon administer the con- 
stitutional oath of oflBce to the chairman of the board, 
who shall then administer such oath to each member 
and to the secretary of the board. 

A majority of the members of such board shall 
constitute a quorum thereof. 

If on the day fixed for such meeting, a majority of 
any such board shall not attend, the members of the 
board then present shall elect the chairman of the 
board and adjourn to some convenient hour of the next 
day.

§ 131. Production of election district statements before 
county board.— Thereupon the county clerk shall deliver 
to such board all the original and certified copies of such 
statements of results of canvass filed with or delivered 
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to him. All such original statements delivered to the 
members of such board shall be then delivered to the 
board. If any member of the county board of can- 
vassers shall be unable to attend the first meeting of 
such board, he shall at or before such meeting cause to 
be delivered to the county clerk of such county all such 
original statements delivered to him. 

If at the first meeting of a county board of canvassers 
of any county all such original statements of the results 
of the canvass of the votes cast at such election in all 
the election districts in the county, shall not be pro- 
duced before the board, the board shall adjourn to some 
convenient hour of the next day and the county clerk 
of such county shall, by special messenger or otherwise, 
obtain such missing original statements if practicable or 
certified copies thereof in time to be produced before 
such board at its next meeting. 

At such adjourned meeting or as soon as an original 
or certified copy of such statement of the result of the 
canvass of the votes cast at such election in every elec- 
tion district in the county shall be produced before such 
board, the board shall from such original statements and 
certified copies proceed to canvass the votes cast in such 
county at such election other than for town, city or vil- 
lage oflScers or upon propositions or questions upon 
which the voters of a portion only of such county were 
entitled to vote.

§ 132. Correction of clerical errors in election district 
statements. — If upon proceeding to canvass such votes, 
it shall clearly appear to any county board of canvassers 
that certain matters are omitted from any such state- 
ment or copy, which should have been inserted, or that 
any merely clerical mistake exist therein, they shall 
cause such statement or copy to be sent by one of their 
number, whom they shall depute for that purpose to the 
inspectors or other canvassers whose names are sub- 
scribed thereto, for correction, and the member so 
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deputed shall immediately give notice to such inspectors 
or canvassers, who shall forthwith meet and make such 
correction as the facts of the case require; but such 
inspectors or canvassers shall not change or alter any 
decision before made by them, but shall only cause their 
canvass to be correctly stated.

If 
such board fail or neglect to make such correction, or 
to show cause as aforesaid, the court may compel such 
board by writ of mandamus to correct such errors; and 
if it shall have made its determination and dissolved, to 
reconvene for the purpose of making such corrections.

§ 134. Statements of canvass by county board.— Upon 
the completion by a county board of canvassers of their 
canvass of the votes so cast in such county, they shall 
make separate statements thereof as follows : One state- 
ment as to all the votes, if any, so cast for all the candi- 
dates for each office of elector of president and vico- 
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president of the United States for which the electors of 
such county were entitled to vote at such election; 
another statement as to all the votes so cast for all 
the candidates for each state ofSce and for each office 
of representative in congress for which the electors of 
such county or any portion thereof are entitled to vote ; 
another statement as to all the votes, if any, cast upon 
every proposed constitutional amendment or other 
proposition or question duly submitted to all the electors 
of the state at such election ; another statement as to all 
the votes cast for all the candidates for each office of 
member of assembly for which the electors of such 
county or any portion thereof, were entitled to vote at 
such election ; another statement as to all the votes, if 
any, so cast for all the candidates for each county office 
and office of school commissioner for which the electors 
of such county or any portion thereof, were entitled to 
vote at such election ; another statement as to all the 
votes, if any, so cast upon any proposition or question 
upon which only the electors of such county were 
entitled to vote at such election. 

Each such statement shall set forth in words written 
out at length all the votes so cast for all the candidates 
for each such office, and if any such office was to be filled 
at such election by the electors of a portion only of such 
county, all the votes cast for all the candidates for each 
office in any such portion of the county designating it 
by its proper district number or other appropriate 
designation, the names of each such candidate and the 
number of votes so cast for each, the whole number of 
votes so cast upon any proposed constitutional amend- 
ment or other proposition or question and of all the 
votes so cast in favor of and against the same respectively. 

If upon such canvass any statement or duly certified 
copy of statement of the result of the canvass of the 
votes of any election district in such county, shall have 
any ballot annexed thereto, indorsed by the inspectors 
or canvassers to the effect in substance that it was 
objected to as marked for identification, the coimty 
board of canvassers shall count such ballot as though 
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not BO marked, unless otherwise ordered by a court of 
conii)etent jurisdiction, but they shall add to each 
appropriate statement in which the count of any such 
ballot or portion thereof is included, a statement of the 
whole number of ballots so indorsed and counted for 
all the candidates for each o£Sce and the number of such 
ballots so counted for each candidate.

Upon the completion of such statements, each county 
board of canvassers shall determine what person has 
been so elected to each office of member of assembly to 
be filled by the electors of such county, if constituting 
one assembly district, or in each assembly district 
therein if there be more than one, and each person 
elected to each county office of such county to be filled 
at such election, and if there be more than one school 
commissioner district in such county, each person 
elected to the office of school commissioner to be 
filled at such election in each such district. The 
county clerk of the county of Hamilton shall forth- 
with transmit to the county clerk of the county of Ful- 
ton, a certified copy of the statement so filed and 
recorded in his office, of the county board of canvassers 
of Hamilton county, as to all* the votes so cast in Ham- 
ilton county for all the candidates and for each of the 
candidates for the office of member of assembly of the 
assembly district composed of Fulton and Hamilton 
counties ; and the county clerk of Fulton county shall 
forthwith deliver the same to the Fulton county board 
of canvassers, who shall from such certified copy and 
from their own statement as to the votes so cast for 
such office in Fulton county, determine what person 
was at such election elected to such office. 
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Such board of each county shall determine whether 
any proposition or question submitted to the electors of 
such county only, has been adopted or rejected. 

All such determinations shall be reduced to writing 
and signed by the members of such board, or a majority 
of them, and filed and recorded in the office of the county 
clerk of such county, who shall cause a copy thereof 
and of the statements filed and recorded in his office 
upon which such determinations were based, to be pub- 
lished in at least one newspaper published in such 
county, and in such other newspapers published therein 
as the county board of canvassers shall direct. 

The clerk of each county shall prepare as many certi- 
fied copies of each certificate of the determination of 
the county board of canvassers of such county as there 
are persons declared elected in such certificate, and 
shall, without delay, transmit such copies to the persons 
therein declared to be elected, respectively.

— Upon 
the filing in the office of a county clerk of a statement 
of the county board of canvassers as to the votes cast 
for candidates for the offices of electors of president and 
vice-president, or as to the votes cast for candidates for 
state offices and representatives in congress, or as to the 
votes cast upon any proposed constitutional amendment 
or other proposition or question submitted to all the 
electors of the state, such county clerk shall forthwith 
make three certified copies of each such statement, and 
within five days after the filing thereof in his office, trans- 
mit by mail, one of such copies to the secretary of state, 
one to the governor, and one to the comptroller. The 
governor and comptroller shall forthwith upon the 
receipt thereof by them, deliver such certified copies to

dispatch a special messenger to obtain such certified 
copy from the county clerk required to transmit the 
same, and such county clerk shall immediately upon 
demand of such messenger, at his oflSce, make and de- 
liver such a certified copy to such messenger who shall 
as soon as practicable deliver it to the secretary of state. 

The county clerk of each county shall transmit to the 
secretary of state, within twenty days after a general 
election and within ten days after a special election, a 
list of the name and residence of each person determined 
by the board of county canvassers of such county to be 
elected member of assembly, school commissioner, and 
to any county oflBce ; and on or before the fifteenth day 
of December in each year, a certified copy of the oflBcial 
canvass of the votes cast in such county by election dis- 
tricts at the next preceding general election.

§ 137. Organization of state hoard of canvassers.— The 
secretary of state, attorney-general, comptroller, state 
engineer and surveyor, and treasurer shall constitute 
the state board of canvassers, three of whom shall be 
a quorum. If three of such officers shall not attend on 
a day duly appointed for a meeting of the board, the 
secretary of state shall forthwith notify the mayor and 
recorder of the city of Albany to attend such meeting, 
and he shall forthwith attend accordingly and shall, 
with the other such officers attending, constitute such 
board.
